More Charges 

These charges, printed In cheap 
pamphlets, on single sheets and 
mimeographed pages, are but a 
few. There are more of an even 
wilder and more preposterous, 
insane nature. 


One may run at random through 
these hate pamphlets and extract 
phrases which reveal their tech- 
nique of incitement: 


“Plot, dirty, foul, debauched, 
vile, vicious, conspiracy, savage, 
Jew machine, counterfeit Amer- 
icans,* Jewish power, Jewish 
traitors, invisible government, sin- 
ister, subversive aggression’ — 
these are the more familiar 
words. 


They are repeated over and 
over as the old familiar lies and 
accusations pour from the poi- 
soned pens and minds of those en- 
gaged in this weird business. | 


Why are they not arrested or | 
charged with slander? | 


They operate in secret or behind 
the label of organizations which 
have no substance. Often their 
headquarters are nothing but a 
rented post office box. There is 
no one to sue, save the hot-eyed 
extremists who are behind the 
post office box. They change the 
names of their fronts from time 
to time. Some of them are cyni- 
cal in the extreme, making a de- 
liberate living out of those who 
buy their pamphlets and believe 
their lies. There have been sev- 
eral successful suits against them. 
But once are obtained 
there is nothing to collect. 


Illiterate Persons 


But it is easy to see how un- 
informed, illiterate persons are 
deceived and satisfied with this 
sort of narcotic. They live on hate 
as a drug addict lives on his 
needle of heroin or morphine. 
Each pampblet is a shot in the 
arm for the hate fringe. Some 
are so crazed thereby as to dyna- 
mite churches ‘and schools.

WASHING TON — President 
Eisenhower Tuesday received 
new reports from FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover on the bombings of 
Jewish houses of worship in At- 


_lanta and Peoria, Ill. 


White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the Presi- 
dent received Tuesday morning 
“an additional written report 
from Mr. Hoover on the Atlanta 
bombing and also a preliminary 
report on the Peoria incident.” 


This was the third report to 
Eisenhower from the FBI on the 
Atlanta case, and the second 
written report, .but the White 
House would not disclose their 
contents. 


“The President just thinks these 
bombings of places of worship are 
a shocking and deplorable thing,” 
Hagerty said. 


The FBI has made its facilities 
available to the local police in 
Peoria, as has been done in At- 
lanta, in the investigations of the 
dynamitings, he added.

ANOTHER SUSPECT 


A fifth suspect, Wallace H. Al- 
len, 32, of 5531 Roswell Rd., NW, 
was held for suspicion of violating 
Section 26-2302 of the state code, 
Set. M. W. Blackwell said. Four 
others were arrested earlier and 
were held for suspicion of va- 
grancy. 


Blackwell said the code section 
provided the death penalty for per- 
sons convicted of bombing dwell- 
ings or other buildings within a 
city’s limits. (Explanation of state 
laws on Page 7.)

Spyglass Killer Tricked 


Into Prison Confession 


CHICAGO (UPI)—A Nisei detective lived in a 

ximum security cell under the constant threat of 
déath in a plot to get a convict to confess the “spy- 
glass murder” of a spinster on Chicago‘s lake front, it 


was revealed Tuesday. 


The six-month ordeal of detec- 
tive Anthony Muranaka, 35, paid 
in Statesville Penitentiary 
onday night when Barry Cook, 
;’ a husky construction worker, 
¢Onfessed the July 22, 1956, mur- 
der of Margaret Gallagher, 40. 


Cook was unaware that his Ja- 
panese cellmate and buddy had 
sent out word that he was ready 
to talk. Under stiff questioning, 
Cook admitted he had assaulted a 
total of 200 women before he crept 
upon Miss Gallagher as she 
sunined herself in a park, dragged 
hér into some bushes, and bat- 
tered hér head in. 


HAD AN URGE 


"I had an urge to do it,” he 
said. “I don’t know why the Lord 
let me live on.” 


The slaying was called the “‘spy- 
glass murder” because, a mile 
and a half away, a man watched 
it all happen through a pair of 
binoculars. The witness, Arthur 
Besley, telephoned police from his 
apartment, but the killer had fled 
before the officers arrived. 


“Police waited until Feb. 26, 
when they shot and captured Cook, 
a part-time philosophy student at 
local universities. They suspected 
him of the Gallagher murder and

ASSAULTING WOMEN 


But the best that could be done 
against Cook was to get him sen- 
tenced to seven 1-to-14 year terms 
on charges of assaulting women. 

In April, Chief of Detectives Pat, 
Deeley gave Muranaka, the only 
Nisei on the Chicago police force 
his assignment. 


Deeley told the Honolulu - born 


policeman he was to be convicted 
of a despicable crime — assault 
on a child—so that he could go to 
prison and become Cook’s friend. 


“You're taking your life in your 
hands,”’ Deeley said. “If anything 
happens, and you’re in a maxi- 
mum security cell and the other 
prisoners suspect who you are, 
it'll take eight minutes to get td 
you. By that time you could be 
beaten to death.” 


NO HESITATION 


“When do I start?” Muranaka 
asked 


This was the beginning of “‘Op- 
eration Tokyo.’’ Muranaka told his 
wife he had to leave town and en- 
tered the maximum security sec- 
tien of the Cook County Jail. 


Cook and the Nisei became 
friends and then cell-mates. Mu- 
ranka watched as Cook tried to 
burn his fingers “to destroy fin- 
gerprints.”’ Cook went to States- 
ville and, a few weeks later, Mu- 
ranka became his cell mate once 
more. When Cook saw his friend 
enter the cell, he cracked “‘if I 
didn’t know you, I'd think you 
were spying on me.” 


Through the months, Muranaka 
kept his superiors alerted through 
a complicated code system on 
whether Cook was ready to talk. 
This weekend he sent out word 
that now was the time. Deeley

Official Army spokesmen said 
they would have to remain “‘tight- 
lipped,”” but pointed out that the 
loss of their key scientists, includ- 
ing German-born Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, could seriously undermine 
the Army's advanced work on mil- 
itary missiles. 

These officers said the purely 
scientific space work conducted at 
Huntsville was so closely coordi- 
nated and associated with military 
weaponry that loss of key space 
experts could undermine the de- 
velopment of such prime projects 
as the Zeus antimissile missile. 


COULD RELEGATE 


The officers said such a loss 
could relegate the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency to a unit devoted 
largely to supporting work of the 
civilian space administration that 
was established by law at the last 
session of Congress. 


Watson said in his report that 
the proposal was made to Brucker 
in the form of an oral request 
that presumably will be followed 
shortly by a written request.

U.N. Adopts 
U.S. Plan 
For Needy 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
— The U.N. General Assembly 
Tuesday set up a 50-million-dollar 
planning fund to help backward 
countries start economic advance- 
ment. 


The plan was devised by the 
United States to substitute for the 
Special U.N. Fund for Economic 
Development— SUNFED —which 
has long been a dream of the 
underdeveloped countries as a po- 
tential source of low-interest loans 
for nonprofit public projects such 
as dams and roads. 


The United States and other 
Western countries opposed creat- 
ing SUNFED on the ground that 
the loans can be provided by al- 
ready existing international organ- 
izations. 


Appealing for support for the 
new planning fund, Sen. Mike 
Mansfield (D-Mont), a U.S. dele 
gate, told the Assembly that long- 
range economic advancement 
must start with a knowledge of 
each nation’s basic resources and 
trained personnel to develop them. 


“It is at these key points,” he 
said, “‘that the special fund can 
assist in bringing the world’s 
knowledge and experience to bear 
on the problems of economic de- 
velopment.” 


The fund’s two objectives are 
helping underdeveloped countries 
train their technicians and plan

MIAMI BEACH, .Fla. — Social 
drinking is completely compatible 
with Christian theology, according 
to a report presented here Tues- 
day to delegates attending the tri- 
ennial convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


The 28-page printed report, en- 
titled “Alcohol, Alcoholism, and 
Social Drinking,”’ was prepared 
by the church's joint commission 
on alcoholism headed by the Rt. 
Rev. Clarence Alfred Cole, bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Upper 
South Carolina. 


A Christian who drinks moder- 
ately with due regard for the feel- 
ings of his fellowmen and with a 
‘conscientious care for the claims 
of God’’ can drink with ‘‘thanks- 
giving to Him for these blessings,”’ 
the report declared. 


The prevailing tradition of the 
Episcopal Church, it said, opposes 
all abuses of beverage alcohol but 
does not insist that “the only rem- 
edy for this abuse is total absti- 
nence for all Christian people at 
all times.” 


In citing Biblical support for this 
view, the report observed that 
“there is no scriptural command 
requiring total abstinence of God- 
fearing man, either in the Old 
Testament or in the New. Testa» 
ment.”’

It will 
make more difficult the oppor- 
tunities of working between the 
two extremes.” 


The resolution said Christianity 
generally has taught the faith- 
ful ‘‘to obey the civil law under 
which they live,’’ and added: 


“It has generally been clear 


that the right of civil disobedi- 


ence and of revolution should be 
undertaken by Christians only for 
the gravest reasons of conscience 
and as a last resort.” 


It added the Constitution is the 
supreme law of the land, the 
Supreme Court is the “ultimate 
interpreter of the Constitution’’ 
and those who disagree with 
court interpretations have legal 
recourse to constitutional amend- 
ments. ; 


The resolution then called on 
church members ‘“‘to face serious- 
ly their obligation to conform to 
federal and Supreme Court orders 
in regard to giving all students 
equal access to our public 
schools.”

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Bombing Penalty 
Is Death Sentence 


Georgia has a death penalty statute for 

any building or home within 

a city limit—and the same one for blast- 
ing a residence outside a city. 

When one considers that a bomber 
gives the occupants of a building no 
chance at all but wantonly proceeds to 
do his best to murder all within, women 
and children included, the penalty is no 
more than the same as that for murder 
by other means. 

The fact that Georgia has such a law 
came to light following the bombing of 
the Temple in Atlanta early Sunday 
morning. The major code section is as fol- 


lows: 


There are other parts to the statute, 
among them being that covering the dyna- 
miting or destruction by explosives of any 
kind of a residence in or outside a city 
limit. 

The hoodlums, with minds so warped 
they are willing to destroy churches, re- 
ligious centers and schools, have threat- 
ened to bomb buildings with people in 
them. We believe Georgia juries will in- 
voke the death penalty in such cases. The 
mood of the people is not to allow a rela- 
tively few dynamiters to impose a rule 
of terror. 

The extreme penalty, born of neces- 
sity in protecting our homes, churches, 
schools and families, may serve to calm 
some of the tendencies of mad-dog bomb- 
ers. 

This feature of Georgia law should be 
circulated widely and the courts should 
see that juries are completely familiar 
with it. 

The rule of law and the courts has 
been challenged by dynamite. It remains 
for Georgia juries to invoke the penalties 
set up to protect us all.

Judges Callaway, Sibley

Associates knew, too, that Sam Sibley 
had a capacity for kindness and compas- 
sion as great as his talent for wisdom, 
justice and moderation in enforcing an 
interpreting the law. .

Chatham a Treasure House 
Of Georgia Historic Lore 


Chatham County, on Georgia's coast, was created from two of 
the oldest colonial parishes—Christ Church and St. Philip—in 1777. 
third county organized, it was named for William Pitt, Earl 
of Chatham, one 


of England’s most illustrious prime ministers. 

the county seat, was founded by Oglethorpe on Feb. 
he landed on Yamacraw Bluff. Its name doubtless 
Spanish word “Sabanna” meaning grassy plain. 
Sav is the state’s ocean gateway and is 
most important East Coast ports. The 
, SS Savannah, sailed from here on 
May 22, 1819. 


Savannah is Georgia's most historic city. It 
abounds in monuments on its park-like squares. 
Where the Central of Georgia depot stands was 
the Spring Hill redoubt where Polish Count 
Pulaski and Sgt. Jasper were killed in the Battle 
of Savannah in 1779. 


In the Colonial Cemetery are the graves of Maj. John Berrien, 
Gov. Archibald Bulloch, Gov. James , Gen. Lachland 
Mcintosh and (supposedly) Button Gwinnett. Buried in Wright's 
Square is King Tomochichi, Indian friend of Oglethorpe. | 


On Cockspur Island, 14 miles from Savannah, is Ft. Pulaski 
(now a national monument) that protected the port city until the 
last stages of the Civil War. Off Tybee Island, at the mouth of the 
Savannah River, was fought the first battle of the Revolutionary 
War. Other islands in the county are Skidaway and Ossabaw. 


Chatham covers 441 square miles and is the state’s 44th largest. 
Tt has a population of 186,700, of whom 137,000 (1957 estimates) 
live in Savannah. 


There were 496 farms in the county in 1954 but only 6.4 per cent 
of the farm lands were planted in crops. Chatham ranked 10th in 
milk production. It is a highly important industrial and distribution 
center in the state’s economy. |

In 1944, Monty Says 


NEW YORK (#—Field Marshal Montgomery says the Western 


Allies could have ended World War II in 1944 in Europe instead of | 


in May, 1945. 


A top German general agrees 
with him, 

The view that Germany could 
have been defeated a few months 
after the breakout in northern 
France is set forth in the ‘second 
installment of the memoirs of 
Field Marshal Montgomery pub- 
lished by Life magazine Tuesday. 


Montgomery says he presented 
a plan concentrating the West's 
resources into a 40-division thrust 
directly up the west coast of Eu- 
rope toward the Ruhr and Berlin. 


The Allied breakout from the 
Normandy beachhead began July 
25, 1944, and swiftly overran Ger- 
man defenses. Montgomery wrote 
in his memoirs: 


“The German situation in 
France in the middle of August 
1944 was desperate. Paris fell on 
the 25th August and the next day 
the intelligence summary issued 
by supreme headquarters said: 
‘Two and a half months of bitter 
fighting . . . have brought the end 
of the war in Europe within sight, 
almost within reach .. .” 


“The end of the war in Europe 
was most certainly ‘within reach.’ 
But what was now needed -were 
quick decisions and, above all, a 
plan. I had a plan ready. .. :” 


The Associated Press asked 
German Gen. Guenther Blumen- 
tritt, now 66 and living in Ger- 
many, to comment on the Mont- 
gomery plan. Blumentritt was 
chief of staff of the German west- 
ern armies at that time under 
Field Marshal von Rundstedt. 


“T am absolutely convinced that 
the war would have been over by 
Christmas 1944, that there would 
have been a saving of Allied lives 
and that the Western Allies would 
have been in Berlin before the 
Russians, had Montgomery’s plan 
been carried out,” Blumentritt 
said. The German general said the 
Western Front was completely 
disorganized after the Normandy 
fighting and there would not have 


been the resources available to 


meet a sustained single thrust of 
great strength.

Dwight D. Eisenhower then su- 


preme commander of Allied/| 


forces in Europe, were “poles 


apart’’ in military strategy.

He Peddles Oil Paintings

For the arty group it may 
come as a surprise, but the 
camera is outshooting the 
palette, picturewise. 


This interpreted means that 
artists are brushing up on still 
life, pastorals and the like and 
leaving the portraits to the 
lensmen. 


Martin Lowitz, 61, is a Ger- 
man-born entrepreneur of art 
for the wholesale market. He 
is in town this week with a 
display of some 200 fabulous 
paintings at a local store. 


Since World War II, he has 
created a thriving business 
mass marketing original works 
in oil made to his order by 
some 40 to 50 artists scattered 
all over the world. 

UNIQUE BUSINESS 

His art business is unique in 
that he peddles oils by the car- 
load. He’s the answer to a 
worried question often raised by 
hotelkeepers and other custo 
dians of public and private 
buildings: “‘What will we put 
on the walls?” 


“I tell them all the same— - 


original paintings,” said the 
handsome silver-haired German 
visitor here yesterday. “I can 
supply them with any type 
painting, any shape, form, sub- 
ject, style or quality.” 


Customers now include hotels, 
motels, office buildings, restau- 
rants and more recently, public 
schools and buildings. He thinks 
he has hit the jackpot because 
institutional customers want to 
add touches of luxury. And 
original oils help create that 
impression. 


“But there are many in pri- 
vate homes, too,” he said in a 
burst of confidence. ‘Why, 
you'd be surprised to know that 
Dinah Shore, your little South- 
ern singer, has many in her 
home in California. So has 
Frank Sinatra.”’ 


CAMERA AND BRUSH 


As to the camera versus paint 
brush statement, Mr. Lowitz 
said this when asked if portrait 
painting of the famed old mas- 
ters school was being over- 
shadowed by the modern, ab- 
stract school: 


“Art has been made more 
valuable and artists have made 
quite a contribution to cultural 
history by the wonderful por- 
traits which hang in galleries 
all over the world,” he said. 
“But today an artist paints 
from what he sees in his mind, 
what he thinks and what idea 
he wants to express. The old 
masters also painted this way, 
but they also painted portraits 
and it was their duty to con- 
vert to canvas the likeness, 
and it had to be a speaking 
likeness, of their subject. 


“Today a camera can do that 
in a minute and capture the 
exact likeness. But don’t think 
that I don’t like portrait paint-

seen. The paintings are ex 
quisite and I would rank it 
among the top cultural spots 
in the United States.” 


Mr. Lowitz got his start in 
1947, about 10 years after he 
came to the states from his 
native Germany. (“Il always 
loved paintings as a child, but 
did not paint myself.”) He tried 
to sell some modern California 
landscapes (he lives in Beverly 
Hills) but the project flopped 
hard. However the bad luck 
gave him an idea. If there could 
be a mass production of original 
art work sold cheaply enough 
it might provide a good market, 
His first sale was to a Las 
Vegas Hotel which took several 
hundred. That started him on 
his present career of running a 
“painting factory.” He is recog- 
nized as the world’s biggest and 
perhaps only mass-production 


dealer in ofl paintings. 


“I insist on good artists who 
can work with speed and skill,” 
he said. “It is much harder to 
find good artists than good 
clients. Speed? Why many of 
my artists turn out about 20 
pictures a day! Whether they 
are semiabstract, magazine-cov- 
er American, or post-card ro- 
mantic, they have a very rest- 
ful quality. Many of my artists 
produce their own masterpieces, 
while some try to reflect a rec- 
ognized masters style. Then 
they do their own too. All are 
splendid.” 


And what is seemingly lack- 
ing in his vast stable of paint- 
ers? 


“American painters! Oh, how 
I want more from here in the 
states!

This was a bit of a 
blow to declarer, who could count 
only eight tricks and this assum- 
ing that the blocked diamond suit 
would run. | 


There were other resources in 
the form of the two black queens, 
but the opening lead had put those 
out of reach. Upon relinquishment 
of the lead defenders could win 
at least four heart tricks. South 
resorted to a well-established type 
of strategy, namely: giving op- 
ponents the ball in the hope that 
they would do something for him. 


He cashed the queen and jack 
of diamonds, even though by this 
act he was disconnecting himself 
from the dummy, and got out 
with the jack of hearts. West took 
the trick with the queen and, 
fearful of establishing declarer’s 
imaginary 10 of hearts, shifted to 
the 3 of spades. Declarer guessed 
to play low from dmmy; East’s 
king went to South’s ace, and the 
queen of spades produced the 
ninth trick. 


Cooperative discarding by East 
would have facilitated the de- 
fense. On the opening lead East 
should play the 10 of hearts; since 
it is obviously not a singleton, it 
marks him with the 9 and West 
can defend accordingly. 


No matter what declarer 
does now, his opponents should 
have no difficulty in running the 
heart suit and defeating the con- 
tract.

Krumske’s sharp-hook technique is an easy system that could 


help your control. Try it, but don’t become discouraged if you don’t 
The principal difficulty you'll probably | 
have to overcome is an early temptation to break the wrist in order 
to “‘turn’’ the ball. This must be eliminated. 


Once it is, the result will be a well-controlled hook that spills | 
plenty of pins and pays off handsomely for both the tournament 
competitor and the more casual or occasional bowler.
